sphere and electrical activity on the earth. 
It has been shown through a long series 
ot years that the periods of magnetic va- 
riation coincide with the period of sun- 
spots; not rigidly, but sufficiently close 
to prevent the probability of a chance 
connection. In one case, at least, when 
observers have been looking at the sun 
through telescopes, and have recorded the 
exact instant of solar activity, the mag- 
netic needles over the earth were violent- 
ly affected, rigidly pointing out a new 
meridian. 
Auroras were noted, even in 


southern latitudes. Telegraph lines re- 
futed to irork, and shocks were given to 
the operators.

laint, will instantly remove all grease and 
dirt. Wash with clean water, then dry, 
he most delicate paint will not be in- 
ured, and will look like new.

Plaster of Paris mixed with gum ara-

nent, but must be used immediately, as 


hardens quickly. A mixture of five 


>arts gelatin to one of acid chromate of 
itne, applied to broken edges, which 
hould be pressed together and exposed 
o the sunlight, makes an insoluble ce- 
ment. 


To whiten walls, scrape off all old 


whitewash, and wash the walls with a so- 
ution of two ounces of white vitriol to 
our gallons of water. Soak a quarter of 
pound of white glue in water for twelve 
lours; drain and place in a tin pail, cover 
ith fresh water, and set the pail in a 
nettle of boiling water. When melted, 
tir into the glue eight pounds of whiting 
nd water enough to make a mixture as 
hick as common whitewash. 
Apply 


venly with a good brush. If tlie walls 
re very yellow, blue the water slightly 
>y squeezing in it a flannel bag containing 
some powdered blue. 


To clean matting, wash with a solution 
f one pint of salt to four gallons of wa- 
er, and wipe dry immediately.

Passenger travel has always been a con- 


sideration second to tlut of freight trans- 
portation on the railroads of the country 
with a very few exceptions of lines con- 
necting large cities and running through 
a populous country. When railroads were 
first built the carrying of merchandise 
alone was thought to be the object. Presi- 
dent Thomson of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road, which is now second to none in the 
country in the number of passengers car- 
ried, considered that branch of the traffic 
a necessary evil, and Judge Packer said 
that he wished there was not a single pas- 
senger train on the Lehigh Valley Road. 
Even now the passenger travel on that 
road brings in less than one-tenth of the 
gross revenues of the Company, and the 
corporations 
whose passenger 
business 


pays as well as their freight may be num- 
bered on the fingers of one hand. 


Wit'i such a feeling on the part of rail- 


road Managers, it is not at all singular 
that the passenger traffic of the great rail- 
roads should ha\ e been comparatively neg- 
lected and the energies of passenger agents 
directed toward competition for the little 
that there was, rather than to develop this 
source of income. 
The possible profits of 


passanger travel were first brought to the 
attention of railroad Managers by the ex- 
perience of the Centennial, when every 
one was surprised at the enormous patron- 
age of railroads. 
It was only after the 


most persistent efforts on the part of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad that a reasonable 
scale of rates for excursion tickets was 
adopted, and even then the companies 
who had consented had very little hopes 
of any additional income 
But when 


they found an issue of tickets that was 
expected to last through the summer ex- 
hausted in a single d ly thjy began to rea- 
lize that, as in the 
transportation of 


freight, there was a fine opportunity for 
profit in a large business at low rates. 
Kx sctly hew much of a chance there was 
,nay be seen from the fact that the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad in 1S76, with an ave- 
rage rate of fare almost twenty per cent, 
lower than in any year of the decade, 
carried its passengers for a third less 
cost and earned proportionately on each 
passenger more than in any year of the 
ten. 
Then came the eUvated roads in 


\ew York, which were fought so desper- 
ately by the surface roads on the ground 
that their franchises would be useless. 
The elevated railroads have carried mil- 
lions of passengers and earned enormous 
profits, but the horse railroads continue 
in existence and their stockholders still 
rejoice in their usiut dividends. 
It does 


not appear that they have been at all in- 
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jured by the competition of the elevated 
roads, for a new traffic has been created. 


Tha last report of tha Pennsylvania 


Railroad Company shows the result of a 
systematic effort to dovelop all the possi- 
bilities of the passenger travel along the 
lilies controlled by it. 
The pxssenger 


movement on the Pennsylvania Railroad 
has steadily decreased in every year since 
1873, with the single exception of the 
Centennial — which was an abnormal sea- 
son — until 1879, when the reaction be- 
gan and the movement exceeded that of 
either of the previous two years. The 
progress of the last j'eir has been very 
marked, for the increase in the receipts 
from pissenger business has been greater 
proportionately than the 
increase in 


freight. 
The increase in the passenger 


mileage on the main line was more than 
one-fourth, and not only was the entire 
loss of the last seven years made up, but 
the total is more than ten per cent, greater 
than in 1873, which was, with the excep- 
tion of 1876, the best year known for 
passenger traffic. 


How this has been done we hardly need 


explain. 
The principle is low fares and 


ample accommodation. The average rate 
of fare lias been reduced lower than ever 
before with the exception noted, and 
skillful management has reduced the cost 
below that bf any year except 1874 ; so 
that the profit, if a trifle less than in 1879, 
is still greater than in 1878. 
The cost 


has been increased by the means adopted 
to develope the travel — quick time and 
fine equipment and an increased number 
of trains — but the profit has also been the 
greater. A persistent following out of 
this pelby must result in an indefinite 
expansion of railroad passenger travel. 
Every year the average journey of each 
traveller becomes a trifle shorter and each 
makes more journeys. The greater in- 
ducements in the way comfort, conven- 
ience, quick transit, frequency of trains 
and cheap fares, the greater the number 
of journeys that will be made, and the 
less the objections to a suburban residence. 
How important a factor this is becoming 
may be shown by the fact a single passen- 
ger brings almost as much profit to the 
company as a ton of freight, and on the 
New Jersey Division last year consider-
